about the year 1310. This poem is 
. eſteemed by the French the moſt valua-

culties and dangers of a lover, in pur- 
ſuing and obtaining the object of his 
_ deſires, are the literal arguments of this 
poem. This deſign is couched under 
the allegory of a Roſe, which our lover
